New St. John Baptist School 
To Be Dedicated By Bishop 
Noll In Whiting, March 5 


$900,000 Building Considered One Of Most 
Modern Educational Plants In The Country; 
Informal Open-House After The Ceremonies 


Whiting—A $900,000 parochial school will be dedicated 
here, Sunday, March 5, at 1:30 p.m. by the Most Rev. John 
F. Noll, D. D., Bishop of Fort Wayne. 

Located at 119th St. and Lincoln Ave., the new elemen- 
tary school is the result of years of planning by priests and 
parishioners of St. John the Baptist Church. Construction 


and the work of the completing the 
fourth floor, which eventually will 
house the teaching nuns, is expect- 
ed to begin the latter part of this 
year at an additidnal cost of 
$75,000. 


Considered one of the most mod- 
ern in the country, the school is 
cons of Random Ashlar In- 
diana limestone with the front in 
Tennessee crab-orchard limestone.

Provisions are being made 
also for radio and recordings and 
for all types of projectors in the 
audio-visual fields.

The new structure will be the 
largest building erected at St. 
Mary’s since 1925, when Le Mans 
Hall was opened. During the past 
eleven years, the Riedinger Home 
Economies Practice House (1939) 
and the Alumnae Centennial Li- 
brary (1941) were erected. 

Saint Mary’s College, which en- 
rolls between 600 and 700 students 
annually is one of the oldest Cath- 
olic schools in the midwest, having 
been founded in 1844. It was the

Gary—When Joseph Zacchello, 
young Italian 2 gave a 
lecture in a local Baptist church, 
here, February 16, Gary Catholic 
Laymen were present in the audi- 
ence to refute his charges. 


Members of the „ apr 
Laymen’s Club, the ights of 
Columbus, Association ef Catholic 
Trade Unisnists and Holy Name 
Societies, attended the meeting and 
reported the ex-priest was will- 
fully deceptive in his speech. 
According to the Catholic at- 
tendants, Zacchello evaded proper 
explanation of moral obligations 
after the committment of mortal 
and venial sins; made false state- 
ments regarding Catholic teaching 
on the Saints and Purgatory and 
ridiculed the doctrine of the Con- 
secration and the Eucharist. 
When questioned by the laymen, 
the ex- priest evaded answering 
specific statements. Because he re- 
fused to refute pertinent points 
asked by the men, it was stated 
that some of the non-Catholics in 
the audience later expressed the 
opinion he had failed to distort 
the audience’s views of the Cath- 
olic Church. 

The Gary Deanery Council of the 
National Council of Catholic Men 
has urged all Catholics in the vicin- 
ity to be alert when such occas- 
ions arise and that they should 
attend such meetings to present 
the correct teachings of the 
Church. 

Zacchello is scheduled to make 
other appearances in Lake County. 
The ex-priest was born in Stal- 
ino, Italy. He attended preparatory 
seminary in Piacenza and came 
to the United States to finish his 
theology. He was ordained October 
22, 1939 for the Congregation of 
the Fathers of St. Charles and his 
first assignment was in St. Cal- 
listus Church, Chicago. After caus- 
ing considerable trouble for his 
pastor, the Rev. Sylivio Zanoni, 
Zacchello was transferred. He

The only speaker who 
disagreed with them was the Rev. William H. Kilpatrick, 
Professor-emeritus of Teachers College, Columbia University, 
whose disagreement, he said, was based on the principle of 
“separation of Church and State.” 

Dr. Johnson answered this gentleman to the effect that 
our Founding Fathers, who wrote “separation of Church 
and State“ into the Constitution, did not believe that re- 
ligion should be separate from the State or that religious 
instruction should be barred from the schools. 


Dr. Hoffman declared that there is much misinter- 
pretation of the “separation of Church and State” idea. He 
said our Founding Fathers had in mind only this, that 
the State should not be tied up with any single church, and 
that the principle would be violated only if instruction were 
give on one religion alone in the public schools. 

Dr. Kuiper observed that religion should not be con- 
sidered as an adjunct to education, but should rather per- 
vade and permeate it. 

Whenever there is a controversy between religionists 
and the irreligious, between Christians and atheists, the 
latter always misrepresents the true position. Like the Com- 
munists who followed the Party Line, they will not yield, 
no matter how strong the evidence be against their position.

The Primitive Christians recited the Apos- 
tles’ Creed, in which they professed belief in 
the “holy Catholic Church,” in the “communion 
of saints,” and in the “forgiveness of sins.”

In his talk to the Yale students, 
Mr. Blanshard again hammer 
away at the Catholic Church in 
America with his general charge 
that the Hierarchy is acting in an 
undemocratic way to impose its 
policies upon all the people of the 
country. He argued that he had 
nothing against the personal be- 
liefs of individual Catholics. 


The author of “American Free- 
dom and Catholic Power,” also ac- 
cused the Hierarchy of undermin- 
ing the American principle of sep- 
aration of Church and State, for- 
cing non-Catholics to spend their 
taxes in support of Catholic 
schools, seeking to abridge freedom 
of thought by open and hidden cen- 
sorships, and trying to dominate 
the fields of marriage and medicine 
with its own rules. 


Father Hartnett said that it was 
actually impossible to argue with 
his opponent, because, he said, Mr. 
Blanshard “makes sweeping and 
entirely arbitrary assumptions that 
are not true and then proceeds to 
ridicule the Catholic Church for 
not measuring up to the false 
standards he has set.” 


The Jesuit editor explained that 
some of these assumptions are 
about the Church: that the Hier- 
archy is chiefly engaged in a drive 
for political power; some are about 
democracy: that majorities can 
override minorities, even in relig- 
ion; and some are about morality:

Concluding his talk to the Yale

Notre Dame, Ind.—A unique 
Marriage - Counseling Program, de- 
signed to train Catholic priests in 
the secular knowledge required for 
competent modern family counsel- 
ing, will be offered during the 1950 
Summer Session at the University 
of Notre Dame. 


Aroused by recent trends toward 
juyenile delinquency and easy 
divorce, the University has decided 
to offer the course in an effort to 
fill the gap in guidance training 
which now exists in most theologi- 
cal seminary programs.

Jews In Spain 


1 canard about the persecu- 
tion in Spain has been answer- 
ed conclusively a number of times. 
Nobedy in Spain is disturbed over 
the very small minority of Protes- 
tants in that country, and where 
they do not provoke trouble, no 
trouble ever ensues. 


About ill-treatment of the Jews, 
the falsity can best be answered 
by a Jewish Congressman who just 
returned from a tour of Europe 
and the Near East. He reports that 
he went over there prejudiced, be- 
cause he had heard so many times 
that the Jews were ill-treated in 
Spain. He did not ever procure 
a visa for entrance into Spain un- 
til he was in Paris, after seeing the 
generous liberty granted to the 
Jews there. It was there also and 
in England that he heard that in 
Spain Jews had perfect political 
and religious freedom, and also 
that there was no unfriendly feel- 
ing on the part of the vast major- 
ity towards them. 

Despite all 
Congressman Abraham J. Multer 
was swayed by his doubts and de- 
cided if the Jews were not treated 
right he wanted to know about it, 
and would come back and report 
it to his countrymen. If they were 
treated right he was going to let 
it be known over here. 

He told of his surprise when he 
discovered that the 4,000 Jews 
among a population of 28,000,000 
were enjoying as much freedom of 
worship as Catholics do, and that 
their race was never even given 
thought when it came to employ- 
ment. He was amazed to find Jews 
even teaching in Catholic schools. 


No Discrimination 


Mr. Multer said in an address 
before Congress: 

“I was assured by Mr. Enrique 
Benarroya, President of the Jew- 
ish community in Barcelona, and 
by Dr. Ignacio Bauer, President of 
the Jewish Community in Madrid, 
as well as by many others in both 
cities that they were quite happy 
in their lot of life, tha’ the Span- 
ish authorities extended every co- 
operation to them and their co-re- 
ligionists, and that they suffered no 
discrimination at the hands of the 
authorities or of private citizens.” 

Congressman Multer continued: 

“From France we proceeded to 
Spain instead of going to Italy as 
originally planned. Obviously 1 
had no interest in Ger. eralissimo 
Franco. I had no desire to see 
him and I did not see him. 

“We spent most of our time with 
the members of the Jewish com- 
munities. We conversed in Eng- 
lish, Yiddish, and German. We 
were in their places of business, 
in their homes, and in their syna- 
gogues. 

“We were shown around Barce- 
lona by native Jews who were as 
proud of their city as any Brook- 
lynite is of his Brooklyn—than 
whom there is no prouder native

“Shortly after our arrival in 
Barcelona the local Jewish com- 
munity tendered a _ testimonial 
dinner to me at the Ritz Hotel. 
Not only was the dinner publicized 
but the printed menu cards—1 hold 
an autographed copy of one in my 
hand—said in Spanish that it was 
tendered by the Jewish commun- 
ity of Barcelona. 


“The place cards carried the 
names of every person in attend- 
ance. Pictures were taken by a 
commercial photographer. I have 
several of them here.

| AM sending you two clippings, one from a Philadelphia 
paper, in which Elsie Robinson (non-Catholic) pays a very 
beautiful tribute to Pope Pius XII, and another from the 
Hawkeye Gazette, of Burlington, lowa, which seems to be an 
advertisement run in that paper by four Lutheran ministers 
of the city.

The clipping you sent from the“ 


Burlington, Iowa, paper seems to 
be intended as an answer to some- 
thing which appeared in this 
paper a few weeks ago. They hold 
that Peter is not the Vicar of 
Christ or he could not have been 
rebuked by Christ, could not have 
denied his Savior, could not have 
been resisted by St. Paul. The 
ministers hold that St. Peter need- 
ed reinstatement into apostleship 
88 a threefold profession of 
uith. 


Certainly Catholics know all the 
Bible incidents to which they refer, 
but they do not disprove anything. 
Catholics do not hold that the Pope 
cannot sin. 


In fact Peter was not the Pope 
when Christ rebuked him, when he 
denied His Savior. It was after 
the Resurrection that Christ com- 
mitted His entire flock—the sheep 
and the lambs—to Peter, and he 
became thereby the shepherd here 
on earth in the place of Christ, 
who was soon to return to Heaven. 


It was precisely because Christ 
intended to make Peter his Vicar 
that He demanded that threefold 
profession of faith. 


If Peter was not worthy of this 
divine office of Chief of the Apos- 
tles, then surely St. Paul was not 
worthy to be selected by Christ as 
an Apostle, either, because he did 
all in his power to destroy the in- 
fant Church. 


When Paul rebuked Peter, it 
was not in relation to an infallible 
utterance, It is only when the head 
of the Church speaks in that ca- 
pacity for the entire world, and on 
matters relating to either faith or 
morals, that divine protection from 
error is promised him. How about 
the predictions made by Christ 
when He declared that “the gates 
of hell will never prevail” against 
His Church; that He would be with 
it “all days”; that the Holy Spirit 
would keep it in truth? These

Most of what the ministers say 
is said without proof and, there- 
fore, can be denied without proof. 
They say that there was no Cath- 
olic Hierarchy in the days of the 
Apostles. But there was, and 
Peter was its head. They say that 
the term “Catholic,” meaning 
universal,“ did not apply ty 
ally to a visible organization. We 
hold that it did, and that belief in 
such an organization was profess- 
ed in that same century in the 
Apostles’ Creed. They deny that 
Christianity and Catholicity were 
identical throughout fifteen cen- 
turies. But greater men than 
they, such as Cardinals Manning 
and Newman, of England, both 
scholarly converts, found their 
way into the Church, they say, by 
studying past Christianity histori- 
cally and in the writings of the 
early Christian Doctors and in the 
acts of the early Councils. 


The ministers say that because 
Peter refers to the spiritual priest- 
hood of all believers, there is no 
other priesthood. From Apostolic 
days on, Christian writers claim 
there. was a definite priesthood 
established by Christ to do what 
He did at the Last Supper, to ex- 
ercise the power He conferred on 
the Apostles on the day of His 
resurrection, and even to “preach,” 
on the day of His Ascension. 


The ministers interpret the 
words of Christ “if two or three 
are gathered together in My name 
I am in their midst” to mean that 
those two or three would consti- 
tute the Church. Those words only 
mean that the prayer of a group 
united in Christ’s name is more 
powerful than prayers said by in- 
dividuals. 


Encourage 
Good Books 


OR some time the so-called 
“nocket books” have been on 
sale at newsstands all over the 
country in competition with maga- 
zines. Most of them are of a very 
salacious character and the pub- 
lishers will serve that kind of 
fiction as long as there is a de- 
mand for it. They will discontinue 
it and will begin to publish more 
wholesome stories when a demand 
for the latter exceeds that of the 
former. 


Hence for the protection of the 
morals of juveniles, and for the 
morals of everybody for that mat- 
ter, you should ask the proprietor 
of the store dealing with maga- 
zines and pocket books whether he 
has any good, wholesome, story- 
books for sale. If twenty people 
asked that same question of the op- 
erator of a drugstore, or of a mag- 
azine rack located anywhere else. 
the word would be brought to the 
attention of the distributor within 
a few weeks and he would, in turn, 
get the word to the publisher. 


A firm under the name of Pre- 
Ferred Books has been trying to 
publish good pocket books, and to 
have them sold through the propri- 
etors of drugstores and other 
places. But, up to the present time, 
the response has not been up to 
expectations. 


In the mail today we received 
two such good books, one entitled 
“The Mountains Moved,” and the 
other “The Hallowed Hour.” Both 
are interesting and entertaining,

God. And he does it all merely by 
shuffling, merely by doing noth- 


ine. 
fie hurts himself because our 
God-guided Church designed Lent 


us, as much for his correction, his 
improvement, his perfection as for 
ours, By failing to work with the 
program, by failing to take the hand 
of the Church and walk quickly her 
way through the gray lenten night 
toward the Easter sunrise, he cuts 
himself off from the helps and the 
rewards that lively co-operation 
would bring. 

He hurts us because when he 
hurts himself he weakens the 
Mystical Body of Christ, and you 
and I are fellow members of that 


Body. 

He offends God because it is God, 
after all, who inspires the Church. 
It is God who wants Lent, who 
wants Lent’s “do” and Lent’s 
“don’t,” Lent’s “give up” and “give 
in,” Lent’s prayer and progress. 

on three counts Louie has no 
right to greet Lent from some- 
where in the kitchen with a surly 
grunt. He must run to the door, 
with a smile on his face, a twinkle 
in his eye, a hearty greeting on his 
lips, a firm pressure waiting in his 
hand. This is a minimum. And he 


grow into Lent somewhat as we 
grow into our youth and manhood, 
it by bit, we scarcely ever get to 
see it as it is, to see it wholely 
and in one piece, unless of course 
we sit sometime during our 
life and study it. If we haven’t 
ever done that then we should do 
it now. t means gettin 
straight in our minds at least this 
much: the benefits of Lent, the obli- 
gations of Lent, and the Lenten 
ways of doing things. 


It Takes Effort 


This takes effort. But it is im- 
portant to find out just what Lent 
can do for us, because if we do 
not its real meaning will hide for- 
ever behind the screen of dingy 
eloudiness and vague uselessness 
that our own ignorance throws up. 
Again, we must know rather clear- 
ly what burdens Lent puts on us, 
or else find ourselves worrying 
uselessly or sinning carelessly by 
not worrying enough. Then, finally, 
we have to know how to “keep” 
Lent properly or else end up by 
wasting most of our time with 
false starts and wrong turns. 

That’s clear enough, isn’t it? 
And just that clear are the reme- 
dies for possible failure on any one 
of these points. They are two: 
reading and listening. Lazy Louie 
avoids both, and stays just what 
he is—or does both and ceases to 
be lazy. In either event the things 
that he reads or does not read are 
the pamphlets, newspapers, maga- 
zines, or books that he can gener- 
ally find at his parish church or 
find out about at his rectory or 
convent. The things that he listens 
to or does not listen to are the 
talks of the priest in confession, 
the lenten lectures he gets at 
school, and the sermons he hears in 
church or even on the radio. These 
are the things that can increase 
his—and our—knowledge of Lent.

That is certainly a dangerous 
course of action. God gave us our 
minds so that we could arrive at

Perfect Agreement 


_So today we're going to push on 
with our inquiry. we saw in 
past weeks, God’s Church is going 
to be a body of teachers in perfect 
agreement on the content of Our 


Lord's message. The right Church 


will not only teach unanimously, 

but will claim that its unanimous 

teaching is the very doctrine of 

Christ simply because it is the 

unanimous teaching of the Church 

— founded to teach His doc- 
ne. 


Therefore—all the false churches 
will have been started by some in- 
dividual] or group denying some 
point of the unanimous teaching of 
the true Church. 


Also—the Scriptures show very 
plainly that Jesus promised His 
Church the perpetual help of the 
Holy Ghost in its teaching. (We 
saw that last week.) As a result, 
His Church can never go wrong— 


it can never get “off the beam,” so’ 


to speak—and one mark of the 
true Church will be, precisely, its 
insistence that it can’t go wrong. 
Since the true Church must always 
unanimously agreed on Our 
Lord’s niessage, singularity will al- 
ways be an unfailing mark of error. 
Whenever an individual rises to 
challenge the whole Church, he’s 
wrong. 

Last week, from the way we 
quoted St. Paul, some of you may 
have got the idea that he was the 
only one of the Apostles concerned 
with the danger of false doctrine. 
But here’s St. Peter with the same 
message—and notice that constant 
theme: The truth resides with the 


unanimous teaching of the Church.

“He 
who knows God listens to us: he 
who is not of God does not listen 
to us. By this we know the spirit 
of truth and the spirit of error” 
(I John 3-4). 


And St. Jude: “Be mindful of 
the words that have been spoken 
beforehand by the apostles of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who kept saying 
to you that at the end of time there 
will come scoffers, walking im- 
piously according to their lusts. 
These are they who set themselves 
apart” (Jude 17-19). 

Again the question comes up: 
Who are these mysterious men 
against whom the Apostles are 
warning the faithful? Surely they 
weren’t telling them to beware of 
the men they had enlisted to help 
carry on their work. Were they 
telling them to beware of the unan- 
imous teaching of the authorized 
teaching body? And these men 
who “set themselves apart” as St. 
Jude says: were they the men who 
remained to the end of their lives 
faithful to the unanimous teaching 
of the authentic teachers ?—or were 
they men who rose up against 
some points of the teaching of that 
body ?—who refused to accept some

Divine Authority 


The whole New Testament con- 
firms the fact that Jesus founded 
a Church that would deliver His 
message to every generation until 
the end of the world. If it is His 
Church, it must teach that message 
unanimously, with a single authori- 
tative voice. If we are to learn His 
doctrine, then, we must let that 
teaching body teach it to us; and 
the teachers we must beware of 
are those who for any reason what- 
ever refuse to accept that unani- 
mous teaching, for the points in 
which they differ with that teach- 
ing body are the very points in 
which they’re mistaken. 

“Go, therefore, and make dis- 
ciples of all nations,” Our Lord 
commanded His Apostles, “teach- 
ing them to observe all that I have 
commanded you: and behold, I am 
with you all days, even unto the 
consummation of the world” (Mat- 
thew 28:19-20).—“Thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock | will build my 
Phare. and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it” (Matthew 
16:18).—“I will ask the Father and 
he will give you another Advocate 
to dwell with you forever, the 
Spirit of truth” (John 14:16). 

There we have the picture of a 
teaching body, teaching the doc- 
trines of Christ, teaching them 
unanimously, and unto the end of 
time.

Experimental knowledge of the 
power released through “atomic 
fusion” (the principle of the H- 
bomb) would increase our peace 
time potential tremendously, Dr 
Burton believes. A hydrogen bomb 
might be an expensive but worth- 
while short-cut*to that knowledge. 

Nevertheless, the bomb could be- 
come a dreadful weapon of war, Dr. 
Burton admitted. “The Soviets are 
probably far along the way toward 
a hydrogen bomb already,” he 
warned, “We must be realists. We 
have to build the bomb.” 


Although he believes that recent 


Russia—could prove disasterous to 
this country in another war, Dr. 
Burton asked for less federal sec- 
recy about basic atomic energy in- 
formation. Present security meas- 
ures, he feels, hamper our own sci- 
entists from making progress, not 
only toward the bomb but toward 
a host of legitimate peaceful ob- 
jectives. 

“Since we have many more scien- 
tists than do our potential enemies, 
it is we who suffer most by these 
restrictions,” he explained. 

“Features pertaining to bombs 
must cqntinue to be kept secret— 
perhaps in a vain effort to main- 
tain our security a little longer. All 
other atomic information should 
freely published so that we may 

romote full scale progress at 


ome. 

“In the long run, progress and 
peace are only hopes. . . Ultimate- 
ly, enduring peace can only result 
from world government.
